August Kaden, Social-Democrat¬ 
ic deputy for Dresden, and also a 
member of the Saxon landtag for 
12 years, is dead. He was s 
veteran in the Social-Democratic 
movement in Germany and aa 
active worker since 1888.

In the Netherlands elections just 
held the Social-Democrats in¬ 
creased their vote from 85,000 four 
years ago to 147,000 and will have 
18 members .of the national con¬ 
gress in place of seven.

A Social-Democrat may soon en¬ 
ter the upper house of the Holland 
parliament. In the recent elections 
in Friesland the Socialists out 
stripped the Liberals and have six¬ 
teen members in the assemblv, ac¬ 
cording 10 the figures now ■« hand, 
enough to permit them to name the 
man the assembly will send to the 
senate. 

A monumert has been unveiled 
by the Social-Democrats of Ger¬ 
many to the memory of the late 
Paul Singer. Comrade Singer was 
a wealthy man when converted to 
Socialism, and not only gave lavish¬ 
ly of his means to further the party 
work but himself played a part in i 
the p'rty management that helped I 
to make the party invulnerable,' 
kafaer pFoof and capitalhiiu proof. 

In Great Britain the Sopialists 
are seeking a better name for their 
Sunday classes for children which 
heve been called Socialist Sunday 
schools. It is felt that this latter 
name is tactless and that it arouses 
prejudices among church folks who 
have the best right to the name, 
from long usage. Also it creates 
false ideas of the Socialist aim. 
which is neither for nor against 
religion.

•*T*he term Tree text book.' by the 
way. Is a misnomer. The books furn¬ 
ished by the board are not any more 
free than are the public schools. Text 
books are aa much a part of the 
school system as ts the school house 
and Is the school teai her. The build¬ 
ing and the tsacbers are furnished by 
the city. And text books furnished to 
the children without cost to the chil¬ 
dren are paid for by the i>eople Jusl 
the asme only they are bought col- 
]ecth*ely and by t.he board and bought 
more economically. This Is In line 
with sane and progressive school man- 
acemeot. 

"If we were pioneers In this move¬ 
ment It might be claimed that we 
should not expertinent at the cost cf 
the s^ool treasury. But wo ars not 
pioueera, ws are laMlhg behind In 
Dlls natter. FTcm. text books are br- 
ii.g fumUhed in it states and many 
hundred cities: In Philadelphia since 
ms. or for 16 yeara 

''And the success of free tsrt books 
Is ..asily explained. To begin with 
ther« are the econumlc reasons Mil¬ 
waukee parents cow must buy b04.Hs. 
They buy thsm Indivlditaafy at gi at 
expsass and often at great saorlAie. 
With text books furnished toy the 
soho^ board, the parents buy tho.n 
collocthcly. This In Itself Invotves 
the sa\mg of an enormous sum In wli« 
aggregate each yeai for the parea a 
"la Washington, D. C., the cost of 
text books was 17 cents per capita for 
ths school year fading June td. I91t. 
In St. Louis. Mo., the cost of free text 
books In 1604-1906 was 47 oenu. Su¬ 
perintendent J, T. Hoosnr writes that

Mr. Berger voted against the "rider” to the sundry civil bill (not 
tc use any of the money of that appropriation for the purpose of en¬ 
forcing the Sherman anti-trust act against trade unions and agricql- 
lural organizations) because he considers that amendment a cowardly 
and dishonest makeshift that means nothing. 

And for the following reasons: 

First This provision would only apply to criminal proceedings. 
But criminal prosecution has never been brought under the provisions 
of the Sherman act against a trade union or a farmer organization 
except a few weeks ago i" West Virginia as a ‘bluff.” However, even 
criminal prosecution can bo brought against any such organization 
now in spite of the provision of the sundry civil act. The money would 
simply be taken from acme other fund. The government has all IRnds 
cf funds at its disposal. President Wilson has pointed that out 
himself. 

Second While the sundry civil rider apparently seems to exempt 
Ubbr organizations from prosecution, th^ act does not prevent pri¬ 
vate persons from bringing suit against unions and union men to re¬ 
cover damages. Therefore, if this exemption had been in force at the 
time the Danbury hatters were sued, it would not have given the hat¬ 
ters any protection whatsoever. Neither would it have barred tlie suits 
that were brought by the Buck Stove company against the offlciala 
tind members of the American Federation of Labor. 

Third. The exemption clause—being a rider on an appropriation 
bill—will cease to operate aa toon as this particular appropriation ex¬ 
pires. That means the exemption hr'ds good for only one year at 
best. If it had passed last spring, it would cease to be valid after 
July 1, 1913. 

The Socialists are not in the busineos of busting trusts. And we 
are not asking for any special exemption from the Sherman act. 

We oppose all anti-trust legislation, and aa a natter of principle, 
therefore, Victor Berger, Socialist, while in congress, introduced a bill 
to repeal the Sherman act altogether and to enact honest, sensible and 
really progressive legislation in its place. ^ 

These are some of the reasons why Victor Berger, Socialist, srhilo 
in congress, did not vote for thst silly humbug of trying to exempt 
the trade unions from crimintl prosecution under the Sherman set by 
passing s “rider" on an appropriation bill. It is a political swindle 
to catch uhion men who don’t think, and a Sodalist’a vote will never 
go tor any swindle.

There weiw giimoiar- 
ings' dT eapita&tti during the .clos¬ 
ing yeara of the feudal systom, 
when that system was fading out 
and the new system was coming on. 
Capitalism was not tried and failed 
in that transition period, although 
some little efforts that were capi¬ 
talistic in their nature may not 
have been successes. Socialism 
has never been tried, for the very 
good reason that a phase of society 
can not be on trial before it makes 
its appearance. There arc ihings 
that are Socialistic, i. e., tend in the 
direction of Soci.ilism, but if New 
Zealand has tried any thing of this 
sort it seems to be unaware mat 
failures have resulted.

public by paying Into its treasury for 
every child In attendanoe, as they did 
Into that of the ordinary public 
school. At the close of the fourth 
yesr Mrs Johnson was asked to dem¬ 
onstrate her methods at the summer 
school of the University of PennsyM- 
vanls, and she is at present super¬ 
vising some special work in Phila¬ 
delphia public schoola 

Bhe Is thoroughly sincere. She does 
not believe that she has mastered the 
educational problem. But she does 
believe that when in the average city 
S8 per cent of the school children Are 
classed as "Backward" something Is 
radically wrong with the public school 
system, and that organic education in 
asking the teacher to abandon tradi¬ 
tion. look the child in the face aad 
simply and religiously meet his rs- 
qulrements. is marxlng a milestone In 
educational progrese. 

The School of Organic Education 
has never been well financially. It 
has suffered from lack of equip¬ 
ment, and from lack of teachers 
trained In organic metboda Despite 
this, the enthusiasm and energy of 
its founder have succeeded In making 
the five years of Its existence ylelo 
remarkable results. A sociologist 
would find matenU.1 for reflection 
when considering the future of the 
children attending Mrs. Johnson's 
school. T'hey are affectionate, orig¬ 
inal, hlgh-eplrlted. active, self-reliant 
and capable of self-expression. They 
have a keen sense of justice and a de¬ 
termined courage. They have no awe 
of precedent, an act m jst be Judgoa 
upon Its own merits. Mrs. Johnson’s 
son, a handsome, stalwart lad of 10, is 
a most satisfactory product of her 
method The boy Is rarely Intelligent, 
rarely well informed, brave, sa*eet- 
tempered, spontaneous In affection, 
without a shred of seif-concelt. 

Mra Johnson Is a Socialist, aod bo- 
llA'es that with the training she has 
outlined, children will develop the 
courage to meet the injustices of so¬ 
ciety aod to overthrow them. There 
Is no Socialism taught In her school, 
however, fur she also believes that the 
soul should grow unfettered by any 
system, however enlightened.—Melon 
Christine Bennett, la The American 
Magaxlne. 


Down In the little town of Fulr- 
hope. In southern Alabama, there Is 
a new kind of public school. It Is 
known as the School of Organic Edu¬ 
cation. During thla. its ninth year, 
it numbers 160 pupils, two-thirds of 
the entire school population. Upon 
first inspection the school la mainly 
remarkable for getting along without 
certain things which schools gener¬ 
ally deem Indlapensabla During the 
first six years there are no promotions, 
no gradA fio examinations, no marks 
either for conduct or for lessons, no 
home work and no requlremenUi of 
any kind. ^ 

The principal, founder and moving 
; spirit of the school is Mrs. Sfaristtn Ia 
J ohnson. Mrs. Johwson explains the 
singular rTogranw or lack of program, 
by stating that she ts growing boys 
and girls as a farmer grows com. A 
; farmer collects all the available lore 
i concerning com-growtng. and sup- 
; piles w'hat he believes to be the beat 
eondltlons for growth. If the com 
I does not grow he does not blame It. 
nor scold It. nor give U a bad mark. 

' nor call It stupid, but hastens to 
i change conditions until hts com re- 
j sponos. 

! Mrs. Johnson thus sets aside educa- 
! tional tradition to meet the needs of 
I the child. For the first six years of 
his school life he Is a member of what 
I is known as the life class, so called 
because the children are saked to do 
nothing but live. Observation shows 
life to be very full. Half or more of 
the school rime ts spent out-of-doors, 
gardening, making wigwams, playlag 
with bees and butterflies, mnd Inci¬ 
dentally learning much of the world 
about him. In the classroom there 
are no deska The tables and chairs 
may be set aside in a moment for 
dancing or games. The little actual 
teaching that ts done Is closely re¬ 
lated to his experiences. He counts 
hts radishes and measures his beans, 
and so begins arithmetic. When he Is 
8 or I be may ask to srrlfe. If he 
wants to learn ne goeg to the black- 
beard and begins. Reading Is seldom 
begun before a child is !0 years old. 

"Tha eyes of young children are 
Intended to behold large objects," says 
Mm Johnson. "Elarly reading is hard 
on the nervous system." 

When he does begin, hts progress is! 
rapid. From 10 to 12 he grosrs nat-' 


orally and willingly into formal study, 
desks and regular work. When he is 
14 he Is ready for high school. After 
four years more he Is graduated. No 
one has ever told him that he is 
bright or dull; he has never heard of 
promotfon.s, or of being retarded. If 
he has failed In a particular study 
he goes on with the children of his 
age. Sometimes he suddenly awakens 
and masters the study, sometimes he 
never doea 

"In any event," queries Mrs. John¬ 
son. "what right have I to held him 
bask from his fellows and demand 
that he repeat and repeat until he 
wearlsw of all study and Is sullen and 
dIsoiiiilsntsdT U ha baa gotten all 
he can out of a class no avsrage or 
grading or keeping back will make 
him aosorb more." 

The nsusmption here Is obvious. It 
is that the boy srants to leam. And 
In this school where he is never t irced 
he generally doea. The few laggards 
are shamed by the very spirit of their 
fellows and turn to work. 

Mra Johnson has no office. Her 
relation with her pupils is friendly 
If a boy answers back she Is not of¬ 
fended, and her dignity remains un¬ 
impaired. 

"Why should 1 be angry?" she 
aska "Children argue with their 
parents, and I stand In th *lr place. 
If a boy does not want to do & thing 
I believe good for him. what to And 
out why not and choose a course of 
action. Bometlmes the occasion c^lU 
for discipline, mors often It does not" 

The BCuool la frankly an experi¬ 
ment Mrs. Joh'ison, perplexed by 
her own ms^ercal difficulties, read 
"Education and the Larger Life" by 
Charles Hanford Henderson. The 
thepry there expounded seemed so 
sensible that she put It Into practice 
with her own two cksildreti. They re- 
sponded so welt, aod found the ex¬ 
periment so entertaining, that soon 
children from the neighborhood began 
knocking at Mm. Johnson’s door. 
After two years of experimental work 
she was convinced that she had found 
something worth while. Aided by 
friends she opened school In s tiny 
cottage, with just six puplla Before 
the year waa out she moved twice 
and had 40 acholara. The Falrhope 
Single Tajc corporation was so '.m- 
pressed with the work she was doing 
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the country. In which one-twentieth 
of all the 6,500f000 factory workers 
are employed. 

"The three earlier volumes of ths 
government report presented facts on 
wages, hours, ages or workers, etc.. In

IS PASSED 


Tha Socialists alone opposed the 
army bill of the Oorman government 
in the Reichstag.

partisan" and Socialists alike, in undertaking to make what the as¬ 
sessors considered a fair valuation of bank stocks.

Arnold has proven a capable official and that the last assess¬ 
ment was the most equitable assessment that has ever been made of 
Milwaukee's taxable property. It is a game of politics that they are 
playing—precisely at it was a vsme of politics that led Mayor Btding 
to snmmarily remove Building Inspector Ringer and which led him to 
urge the council to abotiab the office of secretary of the health depart¬ 
ment, and to diKbarge every lubordinate official appointed under the 
proceeding administration. 

There it no likelihood whatever that the “nonpartisan" spoilsmon- 
gere viU be able to make -their impeachment charges against the tax 
commissioner stand once they are brought before a judicial tribunal, i 
Ve doubt if they have any expectations that the impeachment pro¬ 
ceedings will be sustained by the courts. But they do hope to create 
in the public mind, doubt as to the integ-ity of Mr. Arnold, and, by at¬ 
tempting to bhicken hia character as a public official, employ it to dis¬ 
tract public attention from their own failure.

After weeks of hesitation, the "nonpartisan” members of the coun¬ 
cil committee to which the charges against Tax Commissioner Arnold 
were referred for investigation, have voted to continue the shameless 
proceeding to remove from office a capable and faithful public official 
whose sole offense is that he ia a Socialist. 

The law not permitting the impeachment of officials because of 
their party affiliations. It became necesiarV in carrying out the Bading- 
Carney pledge to "make every Socialist walk the plank," to trump up 
charges against Commiationer Arnold. The tax commissioner may not 
be summarily removed. The only way by which hia office may be 
given to a "nonpartisan" is to impeach him. So charges were brought 
that he had violated the civil service law in removing assessors and 
that he had coerced aaseaaors to lower the asteaatnent of the stocks of 
the First National and the Second Ward Savings banks. 

The committee held hearings and marshalled ail of the evidence 
at its command, bnt it ia needless to say that it was unable to sub¬ 
stantiate a aingle charge. On the only charge that the committee 
could make even a pretense of establiahing-^thtt discharges and ap- 
pointments'of aaaeaaora srere made for political reasons—the council 
ia witfaont jurisdiction. It is not an impeachable offenae. 

There was no evidence whatever to show that the tax commissioner 
bad coerced anaaaora. ,Tha redaction waa voted by the assessors on 
their own initiative. E|Ven the committee was moved to eliminate 
the charge that the First National bank had been favored and the aa¬ 
seaaors coerced to reduce the aasetament ef ita stocks. But it could 
not drop all of tha cfaargas witbont bringing die procesding to a 
bilarioita fiasco. So tbs farce ia to be kept up. The commissioner 
is to be impeached and compelled to reoort to the courts to retain or 
regain hia office. In the meantime, the "nonpartiaans" hope that the

Tee; but no one is 
obliged to employ them. araU unless somebody 
does ^ve them work the/ soon have to take 
to the highways and become mendicants or 
thieves and sleep In fence-comem, under 
bridges or In open box cars. They are home¬ 
less. fiiendlesa. dejected and often slrk. They 
are unshaven, ragged and hungry. If they 
ask for a crust to eaA they are arrested as 
vagrants. If they are HI. or fatigued and lie 
Cxwn to rest at the road-stde In the part 
vacant lot or box car. they are drantrd away 
to .^1 and compelled to wear a ball and chain 
about their anklsa sleep on a bard floor In a 
dirty basUie and treated like wicked ciimloals. 
At the end of their Imprisonment they are 
turned loose and warned to leave town with 
the threat that if they do not they will be 
treated more severely next time. All this is 
done under our system of capitalism to men 
not because they committed any wrong act 
whatever, but because they lost their Jobs and 
are out of money. Under capitalism it la a 
crime to be poor. Capitalism honors the rich 
thief but denlsee and punishes the honest 
poor mao. CapifAiism expands $<00 000,000 
every year to support an army and navy w;th 
which to kill p ople. but refuses to encour'xi^v 
the o’^'.^anlaatlon of mltlloni of the industrious 
unemployed Into an an amy of peace whose 
labor would save double whet th» mlll'ary 
army costa But that would be a Soolallstlc 
proposition and cepltaltsm would oppose ft be- 
cause It wants to have several mlUlons of un¬ 
employed all the time, so that wages ti:ay be 
kept light down to bedrock.

I doubt that any of my youthful readers of 
this department ever saw stones that travel 
manifsstli.g life. I never did but scientists 
tell us there are such stones found In several 
places In the world. They say the traveling 
stone is the aixe of a pea ordinarily, and yet 
sometimes reaching six inches in diameter. He 
came across it in Nevada, where it Is most 
frequent. 

It Is really the queerest lltUe stone In the 
world, for when a number of them are placed 
on the floor or on any love! surface and sepa¬ 
rated some distance from each other khey begin 
to travel toward a common center and to lie 
huddled together like eggs la a nesL 

If a single slono la removed four or five 
fe«t from th^' rest It wUl immediately start with 
the greatest rapidity to Join lU fellows 

These stones axe found oftenest where the 
land Is vary level and Uttls more than bars 
rock. Often scattered over these barren re¬ 
gions are little baolns from a few f et to a 
rod In width and at the bottom of these basins 
the rollltig stones are found. 

The cause for ths strange conduct is to be 
found In the material of which ths stones ars 
composed, and which Is a loadstone or a mag¬ 
netic ore. which has the tendency to draw 
them together. 

Now that Is easily stated but what Is this 
magnetic power or magnstlsm? Bclenltsls say 
that e^’e^y material substance we see Is com- 
poaed of atoms held together by some invisible 
power and the atoms In turn are composed 
o.* still smaller atoms nam^'d electrons and 
rhey also ars united. The very beginning or 
elementals of conscious Ilfs are attracted each 
to ths other and then we have a union or a 
co-operation. The snn. moon and plants exist 
on the co-operative or Socialistic plan. No 
human government can be perfect until it is 
also conducted on the S^lalistlc method.

The development of these 
sciences from their beglnntxr, meant 
the development of capltsJlsnt. yet at 
the same time It served as nothing 
ever had before, human progression 
111 general, and nobody understands as 
well as the Socialists the historic mis¬ 
sion of the bourgeens In this respect. 

But outside of these departments 
the universities Insist on an obligatory 
curriculum of studlus for maintaining 
which there can be no other explana¬ 
tion than that they intend to proUvv 
the special Interests of the ruling class 
against the theories of the working 
class. Those studies such as philos¬ 
ophy. economics history, formal logic, 
psychology and literature are either 
perfectly obvious breastworks against 
the assault of proletarian science, or 
else. In the way they are taught, are 
more blinds to divert attention from 
the main issues. 

The student body Is very generally 
of bourgeois antecedents. Tbe great 
majority return to chelr former en¬ 
vironment. and when they s<e Social¬ 
ism mentioned In their favort’e news¬ 
paper are quite safe In their knowl¬ 
edge that It is the mischievous Inven¬ 
tion or Iridescent dream of some im¬ 
practical heads. A small minority, on 
account of *heir benevolent disposi¬ 
tion. take kindly to SoclalUm but^ni 
they are likewise under the spell of 
their college training they are undls- 
eiimJnatlng In their reading and miss 
the sutheotlc sources of information. 

Man*' among them become mere 
sentimental Sociallsta It la only the 
select few who have the inquiring 
mind that la satisfied with nothing 
leas than fundairenlal understanding 
and who. having seen the full truth, 
with bra% e hearts jeopardise and aac- 
rlftce their immediate material inter¬ 
ests In taking tlie proletarian aide of 
the class struggle, where they are 
welcomed as teachers and leadara 

The half-baked college Socialist U 
one of the aigns of the Immaturity of 
the labor movement In all Its mani¬ 
festations at the present time In this 
countrv—economic, political and co¬ 
operative. When the day shall have 
come that these several activities of 
the revolutionary forcea have reached 
that stage of harmony, mamlveness 
and aulldlty whtrh we see In countries 
of a high state of technical develop¬ 
ment and general education, there 
will no longer be room for Individual 
attitudes on the social question on the 
part of any college-bred Socialists or 
near-SorlsIlsts. 

The time for nibbling and guessing 
will have passed and the thorough 
understanding of the class struggle 
will have Imposed Itself. Borne of 
these educated youug bourgeois may 
Instinctively shrink from such under- 
stazidtng which will put them out of 
gear with their surroundings and ma¬ 
terial Interenta. But others will sure¬ 
ly follow their Impulse to learn bot¬ 
tom facta and being at the same time 
of a sympathetic temperament, wilt 
be changetl from dilettante Socialists 
to real Boclallau. determined never to 
rest till they have penetrated to tbe 
very soul of Socialism.—New York
